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Nexhwije (Xmglini) Hoxha was born in 1921, "hen she was 16 
years old she teok part in the clandestine work organized by the Commnist 
Party against Zog's rogire. With the ceoupation of Albania by Fasciet 
Italy she became active in enti-Fasoist demonstrations. She was chiefly 
responsible for turning the Instituti Femor /the “omen's Institute? et 
Tirana into a center of resistance, She became one of the first itent 
personalities of the resistance. 


After she finished her secondary studies she worked as a teacher, 
wut only for four months, as she was sought by the carabinieri, and in 1942 
she was forced to go underground. Upon the formation of the Commnist Party 
she became o member and also a member of the Central Committee of Comnist 
Youth, Her revolutionary activities took her to Tirana as a member of the 
yegionel committee of the Communist Party. She took part in the first assembly 
of the Party at Labinot. During her work at Tirana she was engaged in several 
activities, tut she paid partiouler attention to the organisation and education 
of the wemen and cirls. In 1942 she took part in the Conference of Labinot, 
where she was elected a member of the National Council of Liberation. Puring 
her work in Tirana she was discovered by the enemy, but she did not fall into 
their hands, She was sentenced to 12 years in prison by the occupation court. 
Nevertheless, she did not leave Tirane, but remained at the work assigned to 
her by the Comainist Party. 


foward the end of March 1944 she left Tirana and was assigned by the 
Central Comaittes of Communist Youth to the Vlore-Gjinckaster zone, and 
later on she wes sent to the 2d Division and the youth organizations in 
Central Albania, ‘She took part in the Congress of Permet and later in the 
first congress of the Youth, where she was elected a member of the Secretariat 
of the Generel Youth Council.

He coupleted his elementary studies at his 
native towne When 12 years old, for financial reasons, he left Albenia 
and went to Athens to join his father, who had emigrated there several years 
before, He took his secondary studies in ‘reece, and after great difficulty 
was able to conslude them in 1957, Ge worked in Greece for two years. In 
1939 he registered in the Faculty of Physics and HMathematies of Athens 
Univergity, but in 1940, because of his family's oritical financial situation, 
returned to Albania. In March 1041 he entered the Faculty of Engineering 
of the University of Rome, but on June 1941, after the Haz! attack against 
the Soviet Union, tegether with many other comrades he returned to Albania.

He was appointed a school teacher for one year, then went to France 
for higher studies. “hile still in Albania, in 1934 he began to study the 
works of Kerl Marx by himself, and began to hate Zog's regime. During the 
time he spent in France he was noted for his revolutionary activities. He 
helped publish the newspaper The Eoople (Populli™) and wrote articles for it. 
beoame a nenber of the Brother hood Agsoclation of Lyon together with comrade 
Gogo Nushi, ete., and took an active part in the French labor movement. In 
1937 he became a member of the Cormmnist Party of France. 
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Zhen he returned to Albania he was appointed to several teaching 
pesitions. jihen Albania was occupied by Italy he was in Berat and took . 
part in the anti-fascist demonstrations. Later on, he became known for 
his Commnist organization work in the dietrict of Berat and for re- 
cruiting for armed resistance. He served in the district of Berat as 
acting comniasar. din February 1943 he took part in the conference of 
the Communist Party for the district of Berat, «here he was elected 
secretary of the regional committee of Bernat. He was also elected 
secretary of the Council. of Bational Liberation of this district. 


Karaman T1li took part in the first conference in Albania of the 
Albanian Conmunist Farty, held in Labinot. Because of his activity he

He stayed there till the Liberation 
of Albania. 


After the liberation of Albania he was appointed director of personnel 
of the Ministry of Public tlorks, later director of personnel at the Prim e 
Ministry, general secretary ém the Foreign Ministry, political secretary 
of the Regional Committee of Durres, and later Albanian Minister Plenipo- 
tentiary to Bulgaria and Bumania, a post that he still holds. 
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He was a member of the delegation of the UE investigating commission 
for the Greek affair, nd later became president of the Albanian delegstion 
te the UN, an office which he still retains. He was elected to the Central 
Comalttee of the Party. 


Manol Konomi was born in 1912 in Poliean in the rogoni district 
of a poor peasant familly. He finished his shesentet studies in his 
native torn, He ia a graduate of the University of Toulouse, France, 
where he majored in political and economic science. In 190 he re- 
ueived the Reger of Laws degree fron the University of .erugia, Italy.
